The people of Port Au Prince have 
turner! against Nord Alexis. The pal- 
ace is surrounded by an infuriated 
mob calling upon him to leave the 
country. 
Almost everybody in the 


crowd is armed. 
Ualtien women, be- 


side themselves with rase, are call- 
ing down curses on the head of the 
aged man who was today deposed 
from the presidency of the republic, 
and hurling epithets at him and his 
family. 
Sailors from the American 


cruisers are at present in the Ameri- 
can legation, where they are arrang- 
ing a system of signals between the 
legation and the cruisers in order 
that a demand for a landing force 
may be communicated quickly should 
occasion arise. 


If Nord Alexis insists in his de- 


termination not to leave while he 
still has a chance, he will he in grave 
clanger at the hands of the people. 


General Canal is doing everything 


possible 
to 
maintain order. 
The 


guards on the -streets have been in- 
creased, but it is with great difficulty 
that the populace is being restrained. 
Already the people arc beginning to 
pillage the central market and rifle 
firing is heard from that section of 
the city as this dispatch is filed. A 
butcher in the market who tried to 
protect his stall from the looters was 
killed. 


ARMED SAILORS LANDED, 


Port Au Prince, Dec. 2.—2 P. M.—

cruisers and the French cruiser in the 
harbor were landed at half past one 
today.

The rage of the 


mob against Nord Alexis was ap- 
peased for a short time by the giving 
put of the news that the former presi- 
dent had embarked on a vessel at a

not true, for the president is,still at 
the palace. The people are now re- 
alizing, ' however, that they were de- 
ceived and new groups are again. form- 
Ing around the -palace. The present 
attitude is distinctly menacing.

All the rerr.aining ministers, 


Great Council of Churches 


of Christ to Open in 


Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 2.—Hundreds of 


delegates arrived here today to attend 
the opening session tonight of the 
federal council 
of the 
Churches of 


Christ in America. By many the coun- 
cil is considered one of the most im- 
portant church gatherings ever held 
In America. 


The federal council represents thir- 


ty denominations holding to historical 
and evangelical Christianity, repre- 
senting about eighteen million com- 
municant members. 


The council has no authority to 


draw up a common creed or form of 
government or o£ worship, or in any 
-way to limit the full autonomy of the 
Christian bodies adhering to it. And 
while it has no authority to legislate, 
its recoramendaUons, it I? expected, 
•will carry -weight of influence aad 
power. 


together with the high military offi- 
cials under Nord Alexis, have taken 
refuge in the various foreign 
lega- 


tions. These are Uie same men who 
nine months ago were, protesting vo- 
ciferously against the granting of the 
right of refuge to unsuccessful revolu- 
tionists by the foreign diplomatic and 
consular representatives.

The only man to remain loyal to

at the palace with Alexis. 


Was Well Organized. 


The movement 'nad been well or- 


ganized. The final preparations were 
completed last evening and 
in 
the 


early hours of the morning bands of 
citizens, organized and armed, moved 
quietly about the town and took pos- 
session of points of vantage. 
Early 


last night there was an outbreak of 
rifle firing In the suburbs and it was 
thought that the conspiracy had been 
discovered and that the fighting had 
begun. 
This was, however, a 
false 


alarm. Excitement reigned for awhile, 
but it was soon learned that the firms 
came from an 
over-zealous 
patrol. 


With this exception the night passed 
quietly and there was nothing to inti- 
mate that the citizens were preparing 
to take possession of the city at day- 
break. 


The movement was 
directed by 


General Canal, a member of the sen- 
ate. 
It is a remarkable fact that not 


a single shot was fired. The moment 
the government troops saw the citi- 
zens had the upper hand they threw 
.down their arms. The presence of the

Prepared for Trouble. 


The citizens are in possession of- the 


central police station and the other 
police outposts, the arsenal and the 
port. These bodies of men are 
all 


well armed and well supplied with 
ammunition. The fact that they are 
thus prepared shows the thoroughness 
with which the movement was organ 
ized. 


As soon as the success of the move 


meat was establisned a number of 
prominent citizens field a meeting

safety and the maintenance of order 
in Port Au Prince is now in the hands 
of this body. 


General Le GiUme, president of the 


provisional government, was at one 
time president of the republic. 


The fact that Nord Alexis1 minister*, 


deserted him at the last minute did 
not come as a complete surprise. Theii 
loyalty was suspected, and the defec 
tions of the last two or three days

Aroused by Explosions. 


The bank vault was blown open 


about 2 o'clock, at' which time the 
last of three explosions was heard by 
Ernest Tarbell, 
who was 
sleeping 


next door. 
The two earlier detona- 


tions had aroused him but he was 
uncertain as to their origin, as the 
sound was muffled. 
The third explos- 


ion, however, was less guarded and 
was followed by a crash and rattle 
as the vault, door fell away and in- 
terior glass fittings were broken. Tar- 
bell armed himself with a revolver 
and started in investigate, only to 
find the door of his own house barred 
from the outside. 
He succeeded in 


breaking open his door and imme- 
diately started for the bank. Tarbell 
reached the bank just as the rob- 
bers were leaving' in an automobile. 
After shouting an alarm Tarbell fired 
several shots at the burglars. 
The 


shot were fired at a distance of some 
twenty feet, but there is no indication 
that any of them took effect. Tar- 
bell is reasonably certain that the au- 
tomobile took the road to Groton. 


Cashier Henry F. Tarbell. who was 


immediately notified of the robbery, 
came to the bank immediately. 
He 


found a quantity of bills and silver 
scattered about the vault, giving evi- 
dence of the hurried manner in which 
the burglars secured their hoot}-. The 
large quantity of gold stored in one 
of the inner recesses of the safe was 
untouched save for a single $10 coin, 
which was missing.

Mrs. Fournier resigned her place in 


charge oE the University of Michigan 
hospital at Ann Arbor ten years ago 
to become principal of the newly-es- 
tablished training school for nurses in 
Hope hospital. 
Ywo years later she 


was also made superintendent of the 
institution, and under her capable di- 
rection and tireless energy both the. 
training.school and the hospital itself 
have been vastly improved and built 
up, with its scopo of efficiency and 
usefulness correspondingly broadened. 
Mrs. Fournier has at the same time 
taken an active and leading part in 
the effort to raise the standard of effi- 
ciency required in tho profession of 
nursing, and has been ncrnrded mer- 
ited recognition in both slat" and na- 
tional organizations of the profession, 
having also served as president, of the 
Indiana Nurses' association. 


Hope hospital authorities were ex-

"It 
would to wise," says Mr. Straus, "to 
penalize HIP importation of 
women 


and girls ami HI make it a felony or 
misdemeanor punishable by imprison- 
ment for an alien once deported from 
the United Stales as a procurer of 
women or as an immoral woman to 
again return lo the United States, and 
tbr> alien to lift deported at the expi- 
ration of the term of imprisonment.

Evade Law by Marrying. 


"In administering the law 
the de- 


partment 
is frequently 
embarrassed 


by tho fact that an alien woman of 
the immoral class refused admission 
at a port or arrested within the coun- 
try for deportation may, by marryinfr 
an American ritl7.cn, invest herself 
with his status and defeat the purpose 
of the law. To overcome Ihls diffi- 
culty it will be necessary to add to 
tho naturalization act a provision that 
the marriage of an alien woman to an 
American citizen shall not bn regard- 
ed as conferring upon such woman 
the rights and privileges of citizenship 
in this country unless, she is a person 
of good moral character. 


'"Under tho law aliens who have 


been guilty of crimes or misdemean- 
ors, 
who are believers in anarchy, or 


who Hire undesirable 
females, pro- 


curers of such, or persons otherwise 
similarly immoral, are inadmissible to 
this country. This subject is one of 
great .importance and has. re.ceiyec 
special attention during the last year 
The duty of detecting and excludinr 
all such aliens has been constantly 
impressed upon the immigration ofii 
cials stationed at the seaports 
am 


along the land boundaries, and specia 
efforts have been directed toward th' 
co-operation of 
immigration

with municipal officials in apprehend 
ing and deporting aliens of this das 
who have entered the 
country con

"As a further means of insuring the 


country against the introduction and
